IS YOUR HAM GEAR INSURED“? ? 

Insurance and Amateur Radio equ si eer discussions are al- 
way¥e interesting and usually filled half truths about what 
is covered and what isn’t covered. There are so many variables 
involved that rarely is it possible to give a definite answer to a 
hyphothetical case concerning coverages because different insur- 
ance companies interpret various clauses various ways. About 
the only thing you can say for sure about a particular claim is 
after the claim has been handled you can look back and say 
this is the way it was in THAT instance. 

Homeowners insurance comes in at least six different forms 
80 just because you have a homeowners policy and your neigh- 
bor has a homeowners policy doesn’t mean you have identical 
coverages. And, just because you both have the same type home- 
owners, but with different companies doesn’t mean the cover- 
ages are the same. So you see, it is important you tie down cer- 
tain facts BEFORE a loss occurs. If you wait until the lost 
occurs it is too late. 

What about Amateur Radio equipment? Generally speaking 
you will have no problem with coverage for certain perils such 
as wind, lightning, etc. if the loss occurs at your home. How- 
ever, away from your premises is another story. Usually there 
is no coverage for your equipment should it be stolen while loc- 
ated away from your home. If you loan your station for use at 
field day or carry it to the mall or fair and it is stolen you are 
without coverage — and a station. 

Many policies limit coverage to ten percent of the basic limits 
for covered losses off premises. This usually does not present a 
problem, but you should at least be aware it exists. 

Two meter rigs and similar equipment are no longer covered 
while in a car — even if it is locked up in the trunk. We can 
CB for this recent limitation. With the rash of CB thefts this 
burden got too heavy for the insurance companies to bear. In- 
stead of going up on the premium they simply excluded them. 
When they wrote the exclusion it was so broad it excluded ail 
transmitting and receiving equipment. This even gets a Fuzz- 
buster since it is a 10 GHz receiver. 

Remember don’t assume it is covered — ask your agent or 
company for a committment IN WRITING before the loss. Then > 
you will know where you stand. (From The ARC-OP OPARC)

| First of all, it? essential that we accept the fact that the net 
control station dictates the net frequency for his particular 


session. It may be slightly plus or minus from the prescribed net 
frequency, but he is net control; therefore, HE determines net 
frequency. So, if you intend to check into his net, your freq- 
uency should match his — exactly. 

Investigation into the issue of stations not being on net freq- 
uency reveals a variety of reasons why: : 

1. Split transmitter/receiver operation, which requires excell- 
| ent coordination to keep both aligned on the same frequency. 
2. Operator negligence — the op is unaware that the redeiver 
Vi offset function in his transceiver is activated, causing him to. 
transmit on a frequency other than that to which he is listening. 

3. Improper alignment of the transceiver — the transmitter 
VFO at the proper rate, such as is common in the Eico 753. 

4. Refusing to budge from the prescribed net frequency, re- 
gardless of where the net control station calls the net. The op- 
erator who does this usually has a frequency counter of some 
sort, and makes quite an issue of telling the NCS that he (the 


NCS) is “‘off-frequency.”’ Not only does this operator have a lot 
of nerve, he’s also extremely intelligent. He must be,in orderto | 
sit off-frequency for an entire net session and be able to tell whats’ 
_y geing said. 

I’m certain there are other causes for not being on net freq- 
uency, but nobody has ever shown me a legitimate reason why 
that should happen. It’s an extreme inconvenience to everyone 
on the net when a station fails to zero his transmitter to the net 
| frequency. Besides being inconsiderate, the op who can’t seem 
| to get on net frequency teaches sloppy operation to the many 
’ newcomers who show up all the time. The first oder of business 
/ before checking into any net is to make sure you’re transmitting

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THE OTHER SIDE OF THE STORY 
(Rebuttal to All Florida Phone Net Story) 
By Billy Williams, N4UF 
Assistant Manager - Florida Midday Traffic Net 


In order to understand what is really behind the creation of the 
“All Florida Phone Net”’ discussed last month, a few more com- 
ments are in order to focus upon the real issue. 

As many see it, any group of people, especially in a volunteer 
organization, should have the right to select its own leadership and 
not have it dictated by a central office. The members of the Florida 
Midday Traffic Net have held this philosophy for over 20 years now 
and during this time we have been proud to be associated with the 
ARRL National Traffic System. Our statistics for the past year 
bear this out with our traffic totals increasing 51% in 1978. I would 
say that 95% of this traffic is routed according to NTS guidelines 
which is as good as any other Florida Net. The statement by K4SCL 
that the FAST net is the only true section phone net is not factual in 
my estimation. Sure, the FAST net does a fine job and has many 
good amateurs as a part of it. . . but to say that it is the only net 
which ‘‘does not violate NTS rules with every session’ is going 
much too far. 

The alleged problem of Florida not supporting the Daytime 
Fourth Region Net is being greatly exaggerated by Section of- 
ficials. Most D4RN traffic people will tell you the problems are in 
other sections and indeed that Florida has an outstanding record in 
comparison to other sections. So we on FMTN fail to understand 
why K4SCL “‘no longer feel(s) comfortable with a bunch of in- 
dependent nets in my (his) section, without direction or control.”’ 
He implies that FMTN and other nets operate without any respect 
for his office and this is simply not the case. Some people see it as 
an artificial excuse to take action. 

It all boils down to whether we should let anyone other than the 
members control the net. We on FMTN trust our members to make 
a responsible decision in choosing our leaders by election. The 
FMTN manager can be relieved at any time by a mere majority 
vote. In FMTN the majority rules . . . it would seem that the 
Florida SCMs and STMs don’t trust the majority enough to let them 
rule. The NTS rules quoted by those creating All Florida Phone Net 
* should be viewed only as guidelines. 

Notice the selection of frequency for the new net which was 
started after FMTN would not knuckle under to SCM control. 
During the same time period, the new All Florida Net meets only 4 
kHz. away from FMTN. With FMTN on 7,247 kHz. wouldn’t it have 
been much wiser to start the new net up around 7,250 kHz. 
especially in view of the casual QSOs that have taken place in the 
7,250 kHz area. When FMTN starts sending stations up and down 
frequency and the new net does the same, the result is a mess. What 
was the real motive for starting the new net just four kHz. away? 

Despite what has been said, FMTN was and is still interested in 
being the NTS noon-hour net. Because of this myself and FMTN 
Manager Al Suhr, WB4AID, met with section officials in Clear- 
water and found only two points which kept us apart. These were: 


ul 


(1) FMTN does not meet on Sunday and the section officials feel 
that there is a need for the Sunday Net. FMTN agreed to give in on 
this if it was the only stumbling block. 

(2) The SCM wanted complete power to ‘‘hire and fire’’ net ad- 
ministrators regardless of the will of those composing the net. This 
FMTN could not accept. One wonders why the SCMs suddenly want 
this control. 

In retaliation for FMTN refusing to compromise the will of the 
majority, the new net was started that next week. Although we 
would like to be the official ARRL noon-day net, we do recognize 
the right of anyone to start a new net as long as it in no way in- 
terferes with FMTN. But I wonder, especially as an ARRL member 
myself ... why do we need two nets? Especially in view of 
FMTN’s willingness to do the job and accept SCM suggestions (not 
control). Is this the most efficient use of our frequencies? Many 
think not. 

What happened next disturbs me even more. As a member of the 
Tropical Phone Traffic Net (TPTN), I expected to have a chance to 
vote along with other members on whether it would become the 
second session of the All Florida Phone Net. But there was to be no 
impartial vote taken! On Monday, November 27th, a ‘“‘vote’’ was 
suddenly called some 45 minutes after the net began. No election 
was announced previously so that all members could express their 
opinion. Even with no prior notice the results of the vote were 
questionable to say the least. Those voting decided to keep the 
managership elective but were overruled by the acting net 


manager. When requested to schedule another fair election, the 


acting net manager. When requested to schedule another fair 
election, the acting manager refused saying it was time to sign off 
and go to another net. One has to wonder why a legitimate vote was 


not scheduled, especially in view of the fact that FMTN and FPON ~— 


had declined to accept SCM appointed managers. 


For its part, FMTN was severely chastised on the ARRL In- — 


formation Net for refusing to ‘‘fit into the chain of command.” Co- 
incidentally, the new All-Florida Net began operations soon after. 
The Section Leadership should realize that Florida Traffic 
People are responsible enough to elect their net managers while 
considering the wishes of the SCM and STM. We are above being 
dictated to and give of our time voluntarily. It’s all ‘‘free-will” and 
not militaristic. FMTN stands for doing its best to follow NTS 


guidelines and promotion of amateur radio. We on FMTN want to — 


work with all of Florida’s other nets and our section leadership. The 
key words are “‘work with” and not ‘‘work for.”’ 

Many amateurs, traffic handlers and non-traffic people alike are 
upset over the tactics employed by our section leadership. They see 
the new All-Florida Net as a symbol of this. I hope our officials will 
realize this and begin to make an attempt to undo some of the harm 
that has already been done.

(Editors note. Recently after taking 23 sacks of SKIPs to be 
mailed at the GMF, ye ed happened to meet Henry Jablonski, 
K4FOC who is an electronics supvervisor there. Henry who is 
a SKIP subscriber offered to show me around.. | happily accept- 
ed and was most impressed at the electronic wizardry of this 
mammoth building. Here are the facts released on the GMF.) 
‘The $13,387,000 General Mail Facility, constructed on this 
$4-million, 41.5 acre site in Miami’s prime industrial area, in- 
cludes the 472, 300-sq. foot mail processing plant and the U.S. 
Postal Service administrative offices which are located on the 
second floor at the southwest corner of the building. There is 
also a 32,300-sq. foot Vehicle Maintenance Facility situated on 
the acreage. This building not only houses the machinery for 
processing all mail from Pompano Beach to Key West (which 
comprises the Miami Sectional Center,) but also provides off- 


ices for the Postal inspection Service and some officers for the U. 


S. Customs Service operation here in south Florida. Plans are 
complete and the new Post Office Credit Union is now in op- 
eration at this location. 

Here we handle an average of 4,500,000 pices of mail daily. 
Our equipment includes 6 mammoth Multi-Position Letter 
sorting Machines capable of processing 36,000 pieces of mail 
per hour each and 9 cancelling machines which can cancel letters 
at a rate of 25,000 per hour each. The Miami Sectional Center 
employs 6,839 people, - 4,098 of whom work for the Miami 
Post Office. Of these, approximately 2, 200 work here at the 
ag Mail Facility.”

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FLORIDA MIDDAY TRAFFIC NET 
By Al Suhr, WB4AID 

When ARRL commenced NTS daytime operations in 1976, FMTN seized the opportunity 
to become a part of this program. Since there was no record of experience FMTN had to 
pioneer this new field. We made some mistakes; corrected them, and little-by-little began 
to generate a keen interest in daytime NTS. No longer did FMTN need to rely on the 
evening CW net (QFN) to relay its out-of-state traffic some eight hours later. FMTN could 
now handle this traffic within an hour after securing. FMTN operations began to grow and 
soon there were several stations meeting D4RN and RNSD on a regular basis. FMTN now 
has a corps of representatives; 6 for D4RN and 4 for RNS5D and several in training. These 
augment the regular staff of fifteen NCS’s and Substitutes. As of this writing there are 69 
active stations on FMTN rolls covering Florida, both Southern and Northern Sections. 
FMTN offers any Amateur an opportunity to participate in message handling; formal or 
informal. FMTN to its membership any Amateur licensee regardless of location. 

It may be of interest to know that in 1977 10,531 Hams checked in on FMTN;; in 1978 
12,027. In 1977 there were 4,264 formal messages handled; in 1978 there were 6,455. In 1977 
informals totaled 944 and in 1978 1,300 were handled. In 1977 FMTN used 13,270 minutes for 
all operations and in 1978 14,366. This is a graphic example of OUR STEADY growth. 
Within this space allowed there is no room to report percenages We anticipate this trend 
to continue throughout 1979.

Propagation Forecasts 


Ham's Almanac is fortunate to have D.O.S.E. Award! 
winning Prof. Jerzy Ostermond-Tor, ex-YM4XR as prop- 
agation forecaster. He is probably best known in the 
propagation field for his work with ionospheric ampli- 


» fication? and with modulating the earth’s magnetic field 


to affect communications (MEMTAC)3 

The basis of ionospheric propagation forecasting is’ 
that the reflecting quality of.the ionosphere which 
bounces our signals back to earth is dependent on the 
intensity of ultraviolet radiation (related to sunspot 
activity) and particle radiation from the sun. These 
radiations have a long term period of about 11 years 
and a short term period of 27 to 28 days due to the 
sun's rotation. By extrapolating this data into the future, 
one can express the expected conditions based on past 
correlations. The daily predictions used in this almanac 
are given subjectively as above normal, high normal, 
low normal, below normal, and disturbed. In general, 
the higher the ultraviolet radiation and the lower the 
particle radiation, the better will be the conditions. 
WWYV currently transmits at 14 minutes past the hour 
(See WWYV data section) a geomagnetic K-index (indica- 
tive of particle radiation) and a solar flux index (indicative 
of ultraviolet radiation) which when recorded over a 
long period will show signs of periodidity from which 
you can base your own predictions. For more informa- 
tion on forecasting, see “A Breakthrough in Simplifying 
lonospheric Propagation Forecasts” by George Jacobs, 
WS3ASK and Theodore J. Cohen, W4UMF (CQ, March 
1975).
